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Young to Violence

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Weatherman faction of Students i 
for a Democratic Society now ‘ 
stands “as a principal force ’ 
guiding the country’s violence- 1 
prone young militants,” FBI 
director J. Edgar Hoover as- s 
serted Monday. . I 

Hoover said the Weatherman, 2 
a splinter group of the SDS, 1 
were during the last year “in 1 
the forefront of much of the vi- £ 
olent activity deliberately caleu- < 
lated to provoke violent confron- 
tations.” 

Presenting the FBI’s report t 
on activities in the fiscal year 1 
ended June 30, Hoover directed i 
some of his sharpest criticism ( 
at the Black Panther party, i 
which he said “continued to be 1 
the most dangerous and vio - 1 
lence-prone of all extremist i 
groups.” 

He decried financial support 1 
by some white liberals of the i 
militant black organization “de - 1 
spite its record of hate, violence \ 
and subversion.” 1 

ASSIGNS BLAME I 

Hoover said the Panthers an d * 
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the Weatherman could be 
blamed for much of the turmoil 
on the nation’s campuses and in 
its major cities during the past 
year. 

The FBI director cited as an 
example of Weatherman vio- 
lence the group’s rampage in 
Chicago last October 8-11, for 
which 12 of the group’s leaders 
are under indictment on federal 1 
charges of crossing state lines 
to incite a riot. 

“The following month,” Hoo-j 
ver said, “they were in Wash- 
ington, D.C., protesting the Viet- 
nam war by hurling rocks, 
sticks and bottles at the Depart- 
ment of Justice Building and 
leading screaming hordes 
through Washington’s business 
section, causing severe damage 
to buildings and automobiles.” 

In the seven months since 
then, Hoover said, Weatherman 
have dedicated themselves to 
urban guerrilla warfare, have 
taken intensive self-instruction 
in the use of guns and bombs 
while their leaders have gone 
underground to escape prosecu- 
tion. 


sentatives have been able to 
travel freely and make frequent 
public appearances at colleges, 
universities and even secondary 
schools,” Hoover said. “In this 
way, they are able to spread 
their doctrine of hate and. revo- 
lution and further aggravate the 
volatile situation on our cam- 
puses.” 

He said the Panthers are at- 
tempting “to picture the organi- 
zation as an innocent victim of 
police and other official oppres- 
sion.” But he said Panthers in 
Baltimore and New Haven, 
Conn., are charged with two 
separate murders and that Pan-] 
thers in New York are awaiting 


trial in connection with a bomb 
plot. 

Turning to' campus turmoil, 
Hoover said 1,785 protest dem- 
onstrations occurred during the 
1969-70 school year in which 
eight persons were killed and 
462 were injured. Nearly 7,200 
persons were arrested and dam- 
ages exceeded $9.5 million, he 
said. 

MAY 9 PROTESTS 

Hoover said the May 9 demon- 
stration against U.S. involve- 
ment in Cambodia resulted in 
365 arrests. 

On other topics, Hoover listed, 
these FBI accomplishments: 

—Uncovering the spying ac- 
tivities of Aleksander Easilyev- 
ich Tikhomirov, a United Na- 
tions translater, which resulted 
in his expulsion from the coun- 
try. 

—Investigations leading to 
federal and state indictments of 


UNDER INDICTMENT 
Of 12 Weatherman leaders in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
in Chicago, April 2, only one, 
" 22-year-old Miss Linda Sue Ev- 
■ ans, has been arrested, the FBI 
i said. 

I FBI spokesmen refused to 
comment on where the remain- 
ing eleven are being sought. 
' Published reports have said 
they are out of the country, 
i Hoover said the past 12 
. months were marked by “an in- 
creased emphasis on terrorism 
by many groups,” foremost 
1 among them the Black Pan- 
thers.
